‘Breakthrough’ in Talks 

Rhodesia M ilitants Said 
To Eye U.K.-U.S, Plan 


Searchers 
Find Part 
Of Soviet 
A-Sateilite 


EDMONTON, Alberta, Jan. 30 
(Beaten) . — Searchers have found 
' parts of the nuclear -powered 
Soviet satellite that plunged out 
of orbit over northern Canada 
last week, a U.S. scientist an- 
nounced today. 

But the twisted pieces of metal 
found so far do not include the 
dangerous core of the spacecraft's 
reactor, Mahlon Gates told re- 
porters here. 

Mr. Gates, a UJ3. Energy De- 
partment scientist who hmiAh 
scores of UjS. experts taking part 
to the hunt to Canada's north- 
ern wasteland, said two radiation 
sources definitely from the satel- 
lite's reactor have been detected 
by search planes but have not 
been approached on the ground. 

Scientists showed reporters pho- 
tographs of the satellite debris, 
which gauged a three-yard-wide 
crater in the Ice of a frozen 
river. They showed several pieces 
of twisted, perforated tabular 
metal protruding from the crater, 
which was about one yard deep. 

“The object is dearly nob from 
the reactor core itself. ” Mr. Gates

RABAT, Malta, Jan. 30 (WP). 
— Britain and the United States 
today reported a first break- 
through to their five-month -old 
effort to get the Patriotic Front 
of militant Rhodesian black na- 
tionallsts to consider seriously the 
Brltish-US. plan for a . peaceful 
settlement of the Rhodesian con- 
flict. 

At the end of the first day of 
a British-convened conference 
here, both aides . agreed, that 
‘‘aerioas” negotiations had finally 
begun. Tire talks a<tfourned eaxv 
lier than expected tills afternoon 
to give each party time to pre- 
pare more detailed proposals and 
counterproposals to be submitted 
at the next session, tomorrow 
morning. 

Both British Foreign. Secretary 
David Owen and the UB. Ambas- 
sador to the UN, Andrew Young, 
expressed some surprise and con- 
siderable pleasure at' the unex- 
pected turn of events here. The 
general expectation, had been for 
the talks to bog down fairly rapid- 
ly because of the Patriotic Front’s 
known strong opposition to many 
provisions of the Brittsfa-U-S. 
plan. 

Mr. Young described the at- 
mosphere during the first two- 
hour session this morning and a 
shorter hourlong one In the af- 
ternoon as "very good." 

“There was a serious delineation 
of the questions we are divided 
on and a decision that we ought 
to work the next day or two to 
see if we cannot work out our 
differences,” he said. 

Good Omen 

Mr. Owen was also positive, 
remarking that there bad been 
“no bitterness and no rancor." 
It could be, he added, “the au- 
gury for eventually coming to- 
gether in compromise and accom- 
modation that I believe will be 
necessary in Rhodesia.” 

Joshua Nkomo, co-leader of the 
Patriotic Front, remarked that 
there was "a seriousness on both 
sides to move forward” in a 
search for an Internationally 
acceptable solution to the 13-year- 
old dispute. 

Conference sources said the 
issues already discussed include 
a cease-fire to the guerrilla war 
and the proposed creation of a 
British-run. Interim government 
to rule until after the election 
of a black-majority government 
in Rhodesia. The Patriotic Front 
opposes an all-powerful British 


role in tiie 'transition period and 
wants Britain to bond over 
power directly to it. 

Mr. Owen's remarks today 
seemed to confirm reports that 
the British and UJ5. negotiators 
seek a formula to include Pa- 
triotic Front representatives In 
the. transitional government with- 
out giving up British control 
over it.

with the two Western, powers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 'APi.— President Carter said today that 
he favored reaching an agreement with the Soviet Union to prohibit 
the launching of low-flying satellites carrying radioactive materials. 

He said such a pact should be permanent unless a fail-safe system 
could be devised to prevent a recurrence of the episode in which n 
Soviet satellite plunged back Into the atmosphere over northwestern 
Canada. 

“If we cannot evolve those fail-safe methods, then I think there 
ought to be a total prohibition

Awaits Weapons Report 

[Tie President said the Na- 
tional Security Council would 
report to liim early this week 
its recommendations on whether 
the United States should, sell 
“lethal" military equipment, in- 
cluding fighter-bombers, to Egypt. 
President Anwar Sadat will meet 
with Mr. Carter here this week- 
end and probably will discuss 
Egypt's desire for new weapons. 

[Mr. Carter said “X will decide 
what to recommend” in arms 
sales to Egypt after he receives 
the NSC report. After that, he 
said, "Congress will have 30 days, 
plus 20 days, to disapprove,” to 
keeping with U.S. law. 

[Asked about the problem of 
Israeli settlements In the West 
Bank and the Sinai, Mr. Carter 
repeated his position that such 
settlements remain “an ohstacle 
to peace” and are ••illegal,' , but

ROME. Jan. 30 (UPTi.— Police 
today used tear gas and charges 
to break up a riot by thousands 
of leftist youths who were pro- 
testing possible judicial exile of 
leftist youth leaders to other 
parts of the country. 

The riot lasted almost three 
hours with firebomb assaults by 
the youth and police counter- 
attacks. Police officials reported 
five officers wounded and one 
youth hurt, A total of 82 youths 
were arrested and released after 
questioning, officers s a i d . 

The trouble started when stu- 
dents at schools throughout the 
city defied a police order against

Destitute Comoros Give Youths a Ruling Role

TANANARIVE. Madagascar, 
Jan. 30.— Nowhere in Africa has 
a nation had a more tragic to- 
/a? Production to independence than 
■2 the Comoro fefo oris . which lie 
midway between M adagascar 
-3 and Mozambique. 

.. ' The Comoros, which, were 
* granted todependnee by France 
30 months ago, are destitute, 
disease-ridden and forgotten — 
even by African neighbors that 
had clamored for the Islands'-, 
independence. 

There are nine doctors for 
300,000 Comorians and 50 per 
cent of the children on the 
volcanic archipelago die before 
the age of 5. The only dentist 
left the country two years ago 
and an outdated travel guide 
advises: "if you fall seriously 
111' an the Comoros, fly to 
Paris.” 

The per-caplta annual Income 


of $60 is said to he the lowest 
hi the world. There is no miner- 
al wealth and no good offshore 
fishing. Cropland is li mi t e d 
and the iahund nation Is forced 
to beg for Its staple diet of rice. 

Faced with & continuing cri- 
sis of catastrophic proportions, 
the inexperienced government 
of President Ah SolUh, 40. has 
launched one of the mo* bi- 
zarre political experiments to 
independent Africa to an at- 
tempt to revive the paralyzed 
and perhaps marifcund Comoros. 

Last summer Mr. Sofllh fired 
the entire civil service staff of 
3,500 with the exception of a 
few pgwwvi.iwi personnel and or- 
dered the bunting c* ISO years 
of French administrative rec- 
ords. He lowered the voting age 
to 14, closed toe handful of 
hotels on the Islands and turn-

Two bodies were found today of 
the 27 crew members feared lost 
off the 1,3 16- ton Spanish fishing 
vessel Martel, which ran aground 
to a storm near the math western 
Spanish port of Vigo Saturday. 
One hour after sailing from Vigo, 
the ship hit rocks and broke in 
two. Vessels In the area picked up 
nine crewmen. 

A skier was killed by an ava- 
lanche at a resort just north of 
Nice, authorities reported, rad 
high winds and rain continued to 
batter Mediterranean coasts. 

Seven lives were lost during the 
weekend to Italy, where the 
winter has been severe. Several 
Italian alpine villages remained 
isolated by more than three feet 
of snow, while parts of central 
Italy end Sardinia were flooded 
when rivers overflowed. The 
Italian Alpine dub warned of the 
danger of avalanches. 

Five skiers died to weekend 
avalanches to the Swiss Alps, and 
more snow today closed Geneva 
airport. 

Two feet of snow fell in east 
central France today, blocking a 
train with about 50 passengers 
aboard between Bellegarde and 
Nantua. The train made it back 
to Bellegarde where a snowplow 
was attached to the front of the 
diesel engine. The train plowed 
Its way to Nantua three hours 
late. 

Winds with gusts up to 83 miles 
an hour and heavy rain struck 
northern Portugal during the 
weekend, uprooting trees and 
killing two persons when a tree 
crashed on their automobile on 
a 'highway near the town of Fel- 
guelras.

Earlier in the day, police to 
the southern city of Naples re- 
ported three firebomb attacks on 
Christian Democratic party of- 
fices in the city and surrounding 
region. No injuries were reported 
and damage was light.

Autonomous Workers Movement 
during which flies were burned. 

The Autonomous Workers were 
one of the main groups behind 
the Rome demonstrations, police 
said. 

During the Rome clashes, stu- 
dents commandeered transit 
buses near the Justice Ministry 
building and set one aflame with 
a firebomb. 

Other transit buses were com-

Panama Treaties

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 'UPI*. 
—The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee approved both Pan- 
ama Canal treaties today and 
forwarded them to the Senate 
for debate early next month. 

The panel voted, 14-1, in favor 
of the treaty establishing the 
permanent neutrality of the ca- 
nal with several changes to clar- 
ify UE. military rights. Then, 
by another 14-1 vote, it approved 
the pact turning over the water- 
way to Panama by 2000. Sen. 
Robert Griffin, R-Mich.. was the 
lone dissenter. 

The committee forwarded its 
recommendations to the Senate 
which must pass both treaties by 
n two-thirds vote. Senate leaders 
expect the debate to begin next 
week. 


Rejection of Deal With U.S. Indicated 

Spain Reported Ready to Buy 48 French Jets

MADRID. Jan. 30 (WPh — 
Spain has decided, to buy 48 
French. Mirage F-l warplanes to 
a deal involving an estimated 
$800 million and has postponed 
plans to purchase 72 UJ3. F-16s 
from General Dynamics, diplo- 
matic and industry sources said 
today. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation by the Spanish gov- 
ernment, but sources indicated 
Wwe. an announcement was ex- 
pected dm the immediate future. 

“We lost out to the French,” 
a General Dynamics spokesman 
said here. “We’ve been advised 
not to make any attempt to 
re v erse the decision." 

For the last Sew weeks the UJ3. 
company been pressing the 
Spanish Air Force and' govern- 
ment for a «wwiTi!iWi Ti qn,t r to pur- 
chase ttte 72 F-16s' for an esti- 
mated $L5 billion, but the

Carter Turns to Television to Gain Support Vote onPay Cut

SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 30.— In 
Sacramento recently, during a 
fight prompted by a freeway lane 
change, a passenger in a pickup 
truck lifted a rifle from a rack 
in toe back window of the truck 
and totally shot the driver of the 
other vehicle.

Ewiplng Incident on the Riverside 
Freeway in October, a passenger 
In one car was shot and killed 
by toe drive of the other. 

An irate motorist was shot and 
killed a month later in Los An- 
geles during an argument over a 

minor rush-hour traffic accident, 

£u San Jose, a young man was 
shot in toe head and critically 
wounded after a passenger in his 
pickup truck got into an argument 
with a reckless driver, who pulled 
a gun and fired three shots. 

Rising Road Violence 

Whether caused by impatience, 
frustration, rudeness or meanness, 
an increasing number of argu- 
ments between motorists in Cali- 
fornia are erupting Into violence. 
Veteran traffic officers say they 
have never seen anything like it. 

“Z was a motorcycle patrolman 
for 11 years, 1948 to 1959, in Los 
Angeles,” A_A_ Cooper, deputy 
commissioner of the California 
Highway Patrol, said, "and I can’t 
ever remember the incidents of 
discourtesy, let alone violence, 
like we have now." 

Much of the blame is attributed 
by those who have studied the 
problem to television commercials 
and programs that stress themes 
of exaggerated masculine pride- 
machismo— and some self-aware- 
ness courses that emphasize indi- 
vidual assertion, over concern for 
others. 

"There’s no hard evidence for 
any of this stuff," Christina Mas- 
lach, an assistant professor of 
psychology at the University of 
California at Berkeley, said. "But 
I think people often feel more 
powerful In a car and social con- 
trols are less present. 

"And toe more popular self- 
awareness books carry very much 
of a self -centered orientation. The 
idea is not to care about what 
other people totnfc. To a certain

NEW YORK, Jan 30 1 NYT 1 . — The four crew members were 

jammed into the cockpit of the Piedmont Airlines plane with 
the hijacker Saturday on a flight from Washington to Wilming- 
ton. N.C. “We asked him if we could all have n drink," Stephen 
Addona, 25, a flight attendant, recalled yesterday. "He said he 
wanted a drink, too, and we had to drink with him: we weren't 
going to get him drunk alone." 

The drinks were served. The hijacker, Sam Dawkins. 49. took 
a cocktail in his left. hand. He asked the other flight- attendant 
to light a cigarette for him. When she did, he took Ills right hand 
out of his jacket pocket, where he said he had been holding a 
gun since the hijacking had begun 90 minutes earlier. 

Mr . Addona threw his own drink into Mr. Dawkins's face 
and pinned his hands against the cockpit door as the other 
attendant and the co-pilot checked and found that there was 
no gun. The pilot yelled, “Get him out of the cockpit?'' 

“I gob the cockpit door open, and I threw him into the front 
seat and lay on top of him," Mr. Addona remembered. "I remov- 
ed my tie, and tied his bands behind his back. Passengers also 
came up, and we continued to hold the man down. He complain- 
ed he couldn’t breathe, so I administered oxygen to him. 
Shortly after we landed at Wilmington, North Carolina." Mr. 
Addona. 5 feet 8 inches tall and weighing 120 pounds, had out- 
witted the 5-foot-S-inch, 170-pound hijacker. 

’We have been trained to do just exactly as a hijacker 
wants," he said. Then why did he move on the bigger man? 
“Just the fact that I wanted the entire incident to be over 
with," he said. 'Tin short-tempered and I have a lot of guts." 
he added.

Arim Massera, according to a 
source, would like to visit the 
United States to tell President 
Carter that unlike Gen. Videla, 
he is dedicated to halting 
human-rights violations in Ar- 
gentina and paving the way lor 
an early return to democracy. 

The actions of Adxn. Massera 
would appear to carry with than 
a considerable risk, since the 
navy is a far smaller and less 
powerful force than the army. Its 
traditional rival. 

TJ.S. Support 

Nevertheless, at least some top 
navy officers appear to feel that 
a realignment of the government 
that would include the naming 
of a new president might be pos- 
sible' if the United States with- 
drew its support of Gen. Videla. 

“IT the United States didn’t 
support Ttdela, he would IaSX,” 
a source sympathetic with navy 
aims said. 

Sources close to Adm. Massera 
deny he Is seeking to increase 
his own power. 

Argentine human-rights activ- 
ists further say they have seen 
little evidence that Adm. Mas- 
sera. 53. who has served and sup- 
ported a number of different 
governments inrinriing the Pe- 
ronlsts. is any more sympathetic 
to their t^ lttr> Gen. Videla. 

"He's without a doubt the most 
intelligent'’ of the Junta mem- 
bers. a rights spokesman said of 
Atfp 1 Massera. “He hpa no moral 
principles, but he's a pragmatist. 
There Is a possibility he would 
be better, but the probability la 
not very high." 

International Image 

But in a series of Informal 
meetings with UJS. officials and 
Interested civ ilians in Washing- 
ton. and New York last month, 
two navy captains tried to ex- 
plain how they and Adm. Mas- 
sera were eager to improve .Ar- 
gentina's international image. 

The navy, they said several 
times, wants to publish the com- 
plete list of political prisoners 
held by the junta. . These secretly 
held prisoners, believed to num- 
ber in the thousands, are the 
principal black mark op. Argen- 
tina’s severely tarnished reputa- 
tion. 

The navy, they said, also wants 
to transfer a& the prisoners hdd 
in militaiy camps and subject 
to secret military trials to the 
civilian '.courts.

The reason the navy cannot

Massera’s Tactics 

In subtle ways, like the meet- 
ings with Americana, and not- 
so-subtle speeches here, Adm. 
Massera i& trying to convince 
the Western world and the Ar- 
gentine people that they have 
made a m i stake in supporting 
Gen. Videla. 

The growing schism within the 
junta, pitting Adm. Massera and 
air force Gen. Orlando Agosti- 
■ against Gen. Videla, Is the first 
visible crack in the military mo- 
nolith that seized power here 
in March, 1976. 

Junta PMtoaophy 

A junta, as the Spanish ward 
Implies, is a sort of board of 
directors. But while the board 
of a private company is. Ideally, 
iraui* .up of members with, dif- 
fering opinions, a junta, at least 
to outride eyes, ideally has no 
differences of opinion. 

The problem with maintaining 
the Ideal of a united front, how- 
ever, is that there is no one to 
b i gwig when tjitop go w ro ng. 
As Argentina’s international, crit- 
ics have, looked for culprits in 
the deteriorating human-rights 
situation, blame has usually fall- 
-en. on the navy as the "hard- 
line” faction within the govern- 
ment. 

Not only is that blame mis- 
placed, the navy now says, but 
thf* navy’s bad 'image, and the 
bad image of Argentina as a 
whede, comes frtm Ineptitude and 
plotting by its much larger rival, 
the army.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 CNYTt. 
—The Carter White House, with 
the strong support of the civilian 
teaderridp in -fahe Pentagon, has 
achieved what many officials be- 
lieve is unparalleled control over 
defense policy. 

During the last year, the WbOte 
House has become centrally in- 
volved in a wide spectrum of crit- 
ical defense decisions, ranging 
from the size of the defense bud- 
get to the future of new 
weapons. 

m part, this development is 
to reflect the strong in- 
terest of President Carter and 
bis principal advisers in dafenea 
matters, an Interest that offlctals 
sadd was often lftr-Mng in previous 
• ftrimfwudirnti/iinK But officials also 
argue that Secretary of Defense 
Harold Brown bas gone to special 
lengths to involve the White 
House in military planning. 

So far, they say, this not way 
has resulted in a larger role for 
the White House in m ak i ng de- 
fense policy, but also it has en- 
hanced Mr. Brown’s authority In 
Pentagon circles. The big losers 
in this shifting pattern, of bu- 
reaucratic power are said to be 
the mattery services.

“The Soviet Union may no 
longer plan for an inevitable 
rapid escalation to the use of nu- 
clear weapons at the outset of 
war in Europe.” the report says. 
“The forces built in the early 
1960b for a short nuclear conflict 
have been modernised at consid- 
erable cest, and today tile Rus- 
sians, armed for the first time 
to tight a modem non-nuclear 
war, would not be ccmpalled to 
immediately escalate to nuclear 
war."

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Opening Japan’s Economy 


Ten thousand tons of beef, 45,000 tons of 
oranges, 4,000 tons of citrus Jufcce— ^ these 
were the only hard numbers In the joint 
statement produced by the recent trade talks 
between the United states and Japan. Ttaey 
are to be quotas for imports into Japan. Al- 
though they represent large increases over 
the existing quotas (a 10-fold increase for 
beef) they are scarcely a bonanza for even 
one Texas or California county. Tet they 
sfenify a greater willingness toy Japan’s 
ruling Liberal Democratic party to confront 
powerful domestic agricultural interests. 
They are tokens of a promised resolve to 
open more Important sectors of Japan's 
economy to foreign competition.

even the presumed power of "Japan, Inc." — 
the partnership of Japanese business and 
government-may suffice to achieve the 
Btrauss-Ushlba goals. That would be the 
case even if they were enthusiastically em- 
braced by all leading Japanese political 
elements.

It says 
it will make “all reasonable efforts” over 
the next two years to balance Japan's cur- 
rent accounts with the rest of the world, 
eliminating the $1 5-billlon surplus amassed 
In 1977. And it outlines, in generalities, what 
some of these obviously desirable efforts 
would be — tariff reductions, quota elimina- 
tions, eased customs procedures, looser cur- 
rency controls and assistance to UjS. firms 
eager to sell in Japan. 

But, it has been pointed out, the opening 
and growth of Japan's economy entails not 
only governmental decisions but myriad de- 
cisions by myriad private persons and corpo- 
rations. Some require dramatic change in 
deeply rooted styles of life and business. Not 


Given the lazge disparity between Japa- 
nese sales In this country and UJ3. sales In 
Japan, the Carter administration was right 
to aim (for lower Japanese barriers Instead 
of higher UjS. barriers to trade. But there 
Is a danger of expecting too much from a 
resolution of the present difficulties with 
Japan. In the long run, the main competi- 
tion against UA producers of steel and TV 
sets and other Industrial goods won’t be 
Japan but other countries, with lower labor 
costs, which have already moved in on tex- 
tiles and apparels. They, too, will want 
access to Japan’s domestic market. For both 
the United States and Japan, therefore, dif- 
ficult — and similar— problems of industrial 
adjustment lie ahead.

Opening Japan’s 
immiar economy is not a process of a year 
or two. For the moment, what counts Is the 
direction mare than the length of the stride.

Other Countries’ Environments 


A fierce quarrel has broken out within 
the Carter administration, as you may have 
noticed, over environmental regulation of 
certain UjS. exports. Suppose the Expart- 
Import Hunt, a federal agency, finances the 
sale of nuclear equipment to another coun- 
try. Should the Ex-Im Bank have to write 
an environmental impact statement — one 
that would be subject to attack in U.S. 
courts? A lot of countries would regard that 
aa infringement of their sovereignty.

But suppose, again, that UR. foreign aid 
buys pesticides for an agricultural develop- 
ment project In an undeveloped country. 
Does the United States have on obligation 
to tell the recipient what it knows about the 
environmental effects of those pesticides? 
Most Americans would say that it does and, 
in fact, the Agency for International Devel- 
cpement already requires environmental 
statements for Its projects. 

The President's Council on Environmental 
Quality Is leading the campaign to apply UB. 
environmental law to some exports — those 
that the federal government subsidizes or 
licenses. The opposition comes mainly from 
the State Department and the Ex-Im Bank. 
One thing that they fear is repeated colli- 
sions with other governments over regulatory 
authority. When the United States started 
to run preliminary environmental studies on 
the proposed gas line from Alaska down 
through the Yukon to the Midwest, Canada 
tartly told the UB. experts to stay on their 
own side of the border. Canada thinks, with 
some reason, that its own standards are at 
least as high as this country's. 

Another fear is litigation tying up deci- 
sions on exports, and embroiling foreign 
buyers In the UB. courts. The Council on 
Environmental Quality reflects, a tradition of 
public -Interest lawyering that considers the 
threat of litigation essential to strict en- 


forcement of standards. But lawsuits are 
a poor way to make foreign policy. 

The rules on environmental protection 
abroad will have to vary with circumstances. 
There's not much dispute that UB. opera- 
tions In the deep oceans and Antarctica— 
what lawyers call the (gidbal commons — need 
to be held to the same standards as in the 
United States. No other country’s jurisdic- 
tion Is involved. Foreign aid. does involve 
other jurisdictions, but the United States 
bears a broad responsibility for the conse- 
quences of Its advice to undeveloped coun- 
tries. 

It’s the commercial sales— and above all. 
the sales of nuclear reactors and fuel — that 
raise the hard Issues. Some buyers will wel- 
come a UB. environmental Impact statement, 
since it requires the sella- to disclose what 
he knows about the effects of ihe product 
or the project. But what If the buyer's gov- 
ernment considers the UB. requirements to 
be an intrusion? One solution Is to require 
an environmental' statement only If the 
foreign government agrees. Otherwise the 
collision of sovereignties becomes un- 
manageable.

As for nuclear exports, safety standards 
are far too important to be left to the ambig- 
uous and unsettled provisions of UB. envi- 
ronmental law. When UB. reactors go to 
countries with no great depth of tech n ical 
experience, they need to be accompanied by 
the most explicit safeguards. That Is the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission's job. The 
present attempt to take the environmental 
law abroad is grounded in the environmental 
organizations’ suspicions that the NSC tends 
to tilt In favor of the nuclear Industry. The 
remedy to those suspicions does not lie In 
the slow and uncertain processes of the 
federal courts. It lies In the White House. 
That's what the country has a President for.

Aid in the Melting Pot 


Development aid seems threatened by 
stalemate of the “North-South Dialogue,” 
which Is not to be resuscitated in its exist- 
ing form. Yet the subject has lost nothing 
of its urgency.

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Italy’s Communists: ? Abandon Ship

DOME— The I talian Commn- 
nists contend, and many 
other people agree, that only they 
can save the country now. But 
how would they go about it, 
exactly? 

The ease of the late Andreotti 
g ov ernm ent doesn't augur weU. 
Though bom of necessity, that 
Is not what It died of. It was 
killed off deliberately when Com- 
munist leaders realized that even 
so modest a venture in collusion 
with the establishment was 
playing h*n with tindr party. 

The Andreotti experiment last- 
ed 17 months, a minority Chris- 
tian Democratic e«hin*t in g 
Parliament with no workable 
majority, it came Into bring 
when the Communists agr eed 
not to vote against It, and passed 
away when they decided not to 
go on not voting against It. (The 
smaller Liberal, Republican, So- 
ria! D emo cratic ami Socialist 
parties did the same, but count- 
ed incomparably less.) 


Deadlock 


What made the Communists 
suddenly junk a government 
getting more done than most, 
where elaborate six-party pro- 
gram they had helped to draft 
and warmly endorsed barely five 
months before, became . disturb- 
ingly clear only after, the ev e n *. 
What they made them do 
it was a -nntinTmi emergency so 
bad that Italy, could no longer 
be governed without them. As a 
consequence; Italy is no longer 
being governed at alL In a dead- 
lock that could last for Twnnthir 
several urgent reforms have been 
frozen midway through their 
p ar liam e nta r y passage: a com- 
prehensive medical care and 
health law which Italians have 
dreamed of for years; a fair rent 
law they’ve been dreaming of 
since the war, and a hill giving 
the police special powers to cope 
with terrorist violence— which 
the Co mmunis ts had approved In 
the six-party program, and have 
kept bottled- up in parliamentary 
committee ever since. Predict- 
ably, meanwhile; the emergency 
goes an getting worse. 

Though Italy Is not quite as 
desperately dose to a crack-up 
as some Interested parties make 
out, it is certainly in a lot of 
trouble It has the highest In- 
cidence of political ter ror i sm in 
the world, the highest inflation 
in Europe (though reduced by a 
quarter last year), and the 
highest number of unemployed 
in Europe 0.6 million, three- 
quarters of them under 30). It 
owes $20 billion abroad, while its 
budget deficit has doubled in a 
year to over $30 billion. Its 
productivity is half, and labor 
costs per unit double, the Com- 
mon Market average It is never- 
theless the only industrial nation 
where real wages went up 7 per 
cent last year, on top of a 25-per- 
cent automatic, indexed increase 
to keep up with living costs. The 
majority of ' its larger factories 
are operating at half capacity, 
while forbidden by law and the 
unions to lay off workers with 
nothing to do; and many or most 
state-controlled Industries -would 
go under tomorrow if not for 
prodigal state handouts. 


Of 30 years Itnrfpr 
Democratic misrule; the other 
part Is the fault of a rigidly 
protectionist unionized workers' 
caste, taking care ot its own at 
the expense of the taxpayers, the 
backward south and the unem- 
ployed. 

Yet throughout these 17 
months, the Communists (and 
Socialists, to he fair) have 
demonstrably dragged their feet 
on effective anti-terrorist mea- 
sures.

The six-party program, 
in which they had a very large 
voice indeed, promised terrific 
reforms of practically everything 
in the distant future, but 
thoughtfully avoided mentioning 
a single neuralgic issue affecting 
organized labor. The Commu- 
nists’ most spectacular success, 
in those p m p mmnnMn negotia- 
tions, was in toUring the Chris- 
tian Democrats divvying up 
on power posts and patronage: 
In RAI-T7, the state radio-tele- 
vision network; In large and 
strategic hmh such as the 
Minnt* Dei Paschi DL Siena; in 
control over welfare and credit 
Institutions,- transferred frttai 
Rome to local and regional gov- 
ernments. The Communists* 
most spectacular failure, on the 
other hand was in the area 
where they could supposedly .do 
the most good. . , 


Communist leaders here .ob- 
viously recognize the need for 
something resembling Great Brit- 
ain's Social ' Contract: wags' 
restraints, mass' layoffs where 
necessary, more work and less 
absenteeism in exchange for less 
inflation, more jobs, and -more 
social equity all around. Party 
labor leaders like Luciano Lama 
have undeniably tried bard to 
head- Italian workers in. that 
direction. But the fact remains 
that .wages went up 32 per cent 
overall last year. Imptacahle 
worker resistance keeps blocking 
redundancy layoffs. Bankrupt 
state industries keep getting bail- 
ed out at codossal cost, on the 
insistence of riotous workers. The 
state-owned Alfasud. car factory. 


Ultimatum 


To allay hitter suspicion of a 
sellout in these quarters, Berlin- 
guer is Insisting now on a jump 
fr®u the very first to the very 
last stage of his proposed historic 
compromise: participation in the 
government. Acceptance so soon 
of an ultimatum so- imperious — 
from a party whose shady past is 
still a vivid memory and whose 
recent performance has been, less 
than altogether fconvincing— f or a 
traditionally ruling Christian 
Democratic party with aa explicit 
electoral mandate to the contrary, 
might well tear apart this Cath- 
olic party. Maybe that would save 
Beriinguer, but would it save the 
country? •

For the moment, the Oxford 
Press, a division of the univer- 
sity, has no fears about going 
out of business. In fact, the 
Press this year celebrates the 
SOOth anniversary of Its found- 
ing — oldest publishing bouse 
in the world. 

And it is comfortably in the 
black, having last year made a 
pre-tax profit of $13.5 million 
on $88 million in sales. 

The Oxford Press currently 
prints 10 million copies yearly, 
publishes about 800 new books a 
year and keeps In its catalogue 
a total of about 19,000 titles. 

Oxford officials such as Mr. 
Davin trust that record will , 
maintain the Press’s reputation 


■ ss the 'foremast academic pub- 
lisher in the world. 

While Oxford this year will 
publish as specialized a title as 
“The Ascendency of Congress in 
Uttar Pradesh 192&-1934." it will 
also print thousands of . popular 
Bibles. ' dictionaries and Oxford 
Companion series. 

And in this 500th birthday 
year, ft will print Peter Sutcliffe’s 
The Oxford University Press, 
An Informal History,” and Ni- 
colas Barker's The Oxford Uni- 
versity Press and the Spread of 
Lea rnin g.

To ensure those goals. Oxford 
University Press has a modem 
computer system that call 
up ancient type faoes for print- 
ing. And it has bustling branches 
■ In 20 countries of the world, the 
largest in New York city. Over- 
all, lt has 3,000 employees In 
rewgiariri and elsewhere. 

The background of the Ox- 
ford University Press stretches 
to the early 13th century when 
scribes; illuminators and binders 
were already settled in Oxford, 
catering to the university. 

The Press Itself began with 
Theodoric Rood, who came to 
Oxford in 1478 and, like William 
Caxton, had learned his trade In 
Cologne. 

Rood's first book contained a 
confusing typographical error. 
One "X” was dropped out of the 
Roman numeral far the date of 
publication, m ak in g It appear 
the book was printed in 1468. For 
years this puzzled bibliographers. 

In the following century, the 
Press printed books in Greek 
(1586) and in Hebrew (1506). and 
in 1612, Citpk John Smith's map 
of Virginia. Late in the 17th 
century it imported beautiful 
type faces from the Netherlands, 
which are still in use, and in- 
creased the scope of the press 

publications. 

The Press later slipped into a 


period of decay, but with the 
arrival of the great jurist, Wil- 
liam Blackstone. mwiiiw period 
of prosperity ensued after his 
reforms. The Press moved into 
the Clarendon buildings anrt the 
Clarendon Press imprint is still 
used for Oxford's academic 
works. 

The 39th century marked a 
continued upward surge in the 
Press's fortunes, due to the great 
interest in the Bible and books 
of learning generally. UjS. Presi- 
dents James iM)ftd<w>n Andrew 
Jackson and Abraham T.inmin 
were among those who used Ox- 
ford Bibles as inaugural or 
family BlMca 

The pub l ication of a revised 
edi ti on of the New Testament in 
1881 caused a sensation: A mil- 
lion copies were distributed and 
on p u b li cation day it was neces- 
sary to call out the police to 
maintain order. 

The Great Opus 

During that period, Oxford saw 
the start of the great opus, the 
Oxford English Dictionary, un- 


der the supervision of Sir James 
Murray, which was begun in 1884 
and not fiwtehprf until 1928— with 
414425 entry words and 2 mil- 
lion illustrative quotations. 

In this century, the company 
embarked on the Oxford Com- 
panion series that h«« inriyifa) 
English. American, Reach and 
German literature as well as 
music, theater, film, art and 
many other areas of interest. 

Today, the press publishes 
works in almost every field and 
Is particularly active in the En- 
glish learner's area as well as 
juvenile books. 

Oxford also prints such mod- 
ern American classics as Samuel 
Eliot Morteon’s “Oxford History 
of the American People" and. 
“The ‘ European Discovery of' 
America." as well as F. 6. Mat- 
thiessen’s "American Renais- 
sance/' Edmund Wilson’s “Patri- 
otic Gore” and Richard EUmann’s 
‘'James Joyce."

'DULLY, Prance dHTi.— Every - 
-*-*• one seems to overlook the 
Burgundy region’s C6te Chalon- 
naise, but this area deserves to 
be better known. There are good 
boys here. 

Better-known crus from the 
C6te d’Or region, which lies di- 
rectly to the north, cast from 20 
to more than 100 francs a bottle 
at the vineyards, while the bur- 
gundies of the C6te Chalonnaise 
cost about half as much. 

The Cfite Chalonnaise is named 
for the major city of the area, 
Ghalon-sur-SaOne. which lies in 
the plain of the SaAne river east 
of the vineyards. The area is also 
called the Region of Mercurey 
because of its best-known wine. 

The entire area lies within the 
department of theSa6ne-et-Lolre, 
but its wines are sort of a con- 
tinuation of the Cdte de Beaune, 
which ends with the department 
of the C6te d’Or. 

Same Grapes 

The limestone soil is much the 
same, the grape varieties are the 
same, the vineyard exposures to 
the east and southeast are simi- 
lar, the climate te the and 
the wine-making methods are 
identical except for the sparkling 
burgundies that follow Cham- 
pagne methods. 

The wines, to be sura, do not 
have the depth and finesse dT 
their more famous cousins to 
the north. But at their best they 
occasionally rival them, especially 
the reds of Mercurey. ilhe area 
also produces a very small amount 
of white.) 

The purpose of the 86th an- 
nual Concours-Folre des Vins de 
la cote Chalonnaise, held here 
recently, was to make these wines 
better known. More t.hun 500 
samples of wines from the last 
three vintages were judged by 
140 jury members, who awarded 
first, second and third prizes In 
26 categories. 

Of the last three years, 1976 te 
the most promising, with full, 
well-balanced wines that ought 
to hold up for 10 years or more. 
The year 1975 was «m«ii In every 
sense and its wines often have 
curious, uncharacteristic tastes. 

The 1977s were the most dif- 
ficult to judge because many ol 
the wines are still in their sec- 
ondary malolactlc fermentation 
(which transforms sharp mnUn 
add Into mild lactic add), but 
they should turn out to be pleas- 
ant, If undistinguished. 

Rally, formerly often sold as 
Mercurey. now produces 80 per 
cent whites, golden and full. 
Many of these go into a flourish- 
ing Industry of sparkling bur- 
gundies largely exported to the 
United States. 

Gtvry Beds 

Qivry produces mostly reds, 
little-known even in France, de- 
spite Henri TV's legendary pen- 
chant for than. But then he 
had a penchant for just about 


every wine in France, to judge 
from all the other claims to his 
royal preference. They resemble 
Mercurey In their fruity elegance. 

Montagny, the fourth of the 
distinctive appellations of the 

Cbte Chalonnaise, makes only a 

small quantity of light, fresh 
whites that are best drunk fairly 
young, under five years of age. 
The Rully whites will age a good 
decade. 

The reds — Mercurey, Rully and 
Glvry— are usually consumed be- 
fore thej* are 10 years old. but 
In very good vintages can last 
two or three times that long. 

The region, especially the vil- 
lage of Bouzeron, te also known 
for its Bourgogne AJigote. named 
lor its grape variety. Other ap- 
pellations include plain Bour- 
gogne, red, white or rose, and 
Bourgogne- Passe-Tout- Grains (a 
blend of at least one-third Pinot 
Nolr and Gamay grapes). 

Among the winners at the fair, 
the Cave Cooperative de Buxy 
won the most prizes In a number 
of categories, notably for 1977 and 
1975 Montagny. Bugues de Sure- 
main carried off both first and 
third prizes for hte 1977 red Mer- 
cureya. Arm and Me nastier took 
first for his 1975 red Rully.

Dow’s Plunge Seen Continuing 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AlVDff).— Much of the 
complacency on WaD Sheet has with 

the Dow Jones industrial average having faynbi** 
more t han 250 points since its post-1874 high 
of 1.014.79 on Sept 21. 1976. Stffl, investor 
sentiment, in the view of analysts Who measure 
it, is not negative enough to signal a bottom in. 
the stock market's 16 -month 
Only the most optimistic bolls believe a major, 
trough is within sight and they argue that the 
magnitude of the decline necessitates a reversal 
at some point. The talking point on the street 
these days, however, is whether the industrial 
average will plunge below 700 in the 
weeks. 

In the 1973-74 : market decline, the Dow indus- 
trials bottomed at 577.60 on Dec. 6, 1974. last 
Thursday, the key barometer fen to a hew 
33-month low of 76334 and finished the week 
at 764.12. 

A number of investment strategists recently 
warned clients about the an™ rVianra of a sus- 
tained' or major long-term rally occurring in the 
near future. There is a sense among them that 
though the valuation levels . extremely 

attractive when based on the market’s history, 
equities are likely to remain depressed for many 
more months. 

m Its most recent advice to clients; the 
portfolio strategy group at Tucker Anthony 
& ILL. Day cautions that “by its pest and 4 
present action, the market's behavior appears 
to be siegesting that warnings and dividend 
expectations for 1978 may not be fully realized.” 
Tucker Anthony's strategy group, headed by 
Stanley Berge, who has considerable following 
among the big institutions, expects any rally 
will be limited to the 800 -leyeI at best. like a 
number of other technical analysts, Mr. Berge 
'soys further price weakness is needed in the 
weeks Immediately ahead “if the stock market 
is to get . itself into a stronger technical position 
than presently is the case.” 

The inves tment strategy group at Merrill Lynch, 
Pierce, Fenner & Smith last week urged clients 


to maintain a "defensive porfollo strategy.” 
The “vital indicators we track" have continual 
: to '‘deteriorate,’’ says 'Richard Hoffman, Merrill 
Lynch's chief Investment strategist. The com- 
bination of interest rates, high infiAtinn and an 
increasingly lackluster economic environment, 
says Mr. Hoffman, “prescribes a cautious invest- 
ment approach,” 

institutional money managers are likely to 
become more conservative, says Mr. Hoffman, 
"as toe poor five-year record of equity returns 
is reviewed and alternative investments become 
increasingly attractive in an environment of 
rising Interest rates.” 

Reginald Oliver, research director of Pershing 
Sc Co, expects that over the next couple of 
months the industrial average could slide to the 
720 to 680 range. At that level, the market 
might bottom as investo r s are not likely to resist 
toe attractive yields that Dow stocks would be 
offering, Mr. Oliver 

He says if the Dow drops to 680, the com- 
ponents stocks would be yielding 6 per cent or 
better on their current dividends. 

BOwever, one source of investor concern Is toe 
large amwimfc of marg in debt, or money owed 
by investors to their brokers, which in December 
rcse $130 TmtTHrm to a record $9.7 billion. Much 
of the debt went to purchase utility and other 
stocks that offered high yields, says Charles 
Jensen, chief technical analyst at Markin Sc Co. 

The large margtodebt figure la being Shrugged 
off 1 9 some as “not dangerous" on the grounds 
that modi of it is accounted far by option 
hedging and loans that went to assets other 
than equities, says 'Thomas Fogarty, vice-president 
at Wood Gundy Inc. However, when “margin, 
calls go out, it makes little difference why an 
investor has a large debt position, because be 
will have to either put up more money or sell 
stock to meet the call,” Mr. Fogarty says. 

Merton's Mr. Jensen says that if Interest rates 
continue to rise, the huge mar gin debt will 
became a source of heavy stock supply, depressing 
the stock m a r k et even more.

CALL LAUSANNE (SWTTZ.J 
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U.S. Panel Warns on World Economic Policy 


By Hobart Rowen 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (WPJ. 
—President Carter's Council of 
Economic Advisers warned today 
that “the world may well face a 
darkenin g economic future" if 
world leaden fall to reverse “the 
poor performance of 1977.” 

In toe annual economic report, 
toe three advisers, led by Eco- 
nomic Council riiftiwwftw Charles 
Schultze, painted a grim potential 
scenario, one which would be 
dominated by protectionism and 
slumping world trade, unless poli- 
cies change. 

The document. 

Mr. Carter’s own economic mes- 
sage of Jan. 20, also laid out the 
basic for toe ad- 

ministration’s new short-term 
goals, which emphasise flexibility 
in budget planning rather than a 
fi x e d commitment to a balanced 
budget In fiscal 1881. 

Mr. Schultze and two col- 
leagues— council members Lyle 
Gramley and William Nordhaus 
—reiterated the President’s fore- 
cast for a favorable economic 
outcome In 1978, but laid some- 
what more stress on underlying 
trends that, “point (dearly to a 
reduction In toe pace of expan- 
sion later this year or early in 
1979” 

It also called on monetary poli- 
cy (interest rates) to be suppor- 
tive of fiscal policy (taxes and 
spending) in fostering economic 
growth and an Increased rate of 
business investment. 

Monetary Warning 

The report does not deal di- 
rectly with the impending change 
of leadership at the Federal Res- 
erve Board, where WHttam boi- 
ler is scheduled to take over from 
chairman Arthur Burns, but it 
contains a direct warning that 
restrictive monetary or fiscal 
policies adopted in a migtairpn 
effort to lower rates 

“would result In a slow- 

ing of real growth rather than 
a reduction in the rate of price 
increase." 

The report says that if the 
President's proposal for a volun- 
tary anti-inflation program gets 
wide acceptance, “gradually slow- 
er growth of the monetary ag- 
gregates win be consistent with a 
strong healthy economic ex- 
pansion." 

In essence, the report seems to 
be suggesting to chairman-des- 
ignate muiw that he not move 
too quickly to slow the rate of 
growth of the money supply. On 
the other hand, the three CEA 
members concede that “a level of 


short-term interest rates moder- 
ately higher than in 1977 would 
he consistent" with the expansion 
in business demand for money 
that is expected this year. 

Gk>omy Outlook 

There are other matters of 
domestic economic i mport ance in 
the 381-page document, including 
a critical assessment cf the real 
use ct manpower training pro- 
grams in cutting unemployment. 
But toe main new eteanenta in 
toe report were to its gloomy as- 
sessment of the current world 
economy and future outicok. 

The report refects toe notion 
pot forward by some that the 
world roust set more limited 
Bwv»»n»w objectives'. But to 
achieve higher employment and 
output, Mr. Carter's economists 
say world governments must 
meet four main challenges: 

• Restoration of economic 
health, mainly toy giving new 
Incentives to returns aa invest- 
ment- 

• Dealing with external imbal- 


ances without cutting back do* 
mestic economic objectives. 

• Achieving greater stability of 
commodity prices and maintain- 
ing growth of world trade. 

In enunciating these gtaera! 
goal? or principles, the CEA had 
seme Interesting things to say 
about current UJ5. problems to 
the international area. 

It makes dear, for example, 
that while the admtairtratkm 
will intervene to exchange mar- 
kets to prevent disorderly mark-t 
conditions, it has little faith in 
intervention as a long-team 
pcTicy to bolster tbs dollar rate. 

“The historical experience with 
attempts to fix exchange rotes is 
not an enviable one,” the report 
rays- It adds that while excessive 
fluctuations sometimes are too 
wide, “toe evolution, cf the sys- 
tem cf market-determined ex- 
change rates has besn a majer 
acTtievement of this decade.” 

And although not explicit., the 
report uses language seemingly 
critical of the recent one-half 
point increase to the discount 


rate, promoted by Fed chairman 
Burns as part of efforts to item 
the decline cf toe dollar. 

■*. . . for tenge countries like the 
United States,” the report rays, 
"where the «cncm'r cost of 

changing tksneettc growth is large 

relative to the improvement of 
the current account that would 
result, it is net appropriate to 
modify domestic objectives fer 
economic growth in aider to re- 
duce tf-e current account deficit.” 

The CEA ateo riid that the 
range of the movements in toe 
doilar'r value during 1977 was 
“not unusual far the floating rate 
period.” 

The report said the decline of 
the dollar frem December, 1976, to 
December. 1977, agatoft the 
weighted average cf the curren- 
cies if other major industrial na- 
tions was 53 par cent. 

However when currencies were 
weighted solely by their trade 
with United States, the depreda- 
tion was only 2.4 per cent, due 
mainly to the weakness cf 
Canadian dollar.

THE HIGH COST OF LIVING 

By Marge Piercy. Harper & Row. Z6S pp. HO. 
Reviewed by Christopher Lehnaann-Haupl 


WTHAT particularly animates 
w Marge Ptexy's fifth and 
latest novel, “The High Cost of 
Living.” is one of the more un- 
usual love triangles that has ap- 
peared in recent fiction. Leslie 
McGivcrs. the book's protago- 
nist. is a graduate student and 
research assistant in history who 
has recently followed her profes- 
sor-employer from Grand Rapids. 
Mich., to a promising appoint- 
ment at a university In Detroit. 

Leslie is also a lesbian, a stu- 
dent of karate, and & half -com- 
mitted feminist. Lonely for the 
lover she has left behind in 
Grand Rapids, Leslie befriends 
Honor Roger*, a bright 17-year- 
old high-school student who, out 
of boredom with her working- 
class background and an over- 
protective mother, has succeeded 
in “making herself eccentric, old- 
fashioned, flamboyant as an- 
other girl would diet herself bone 
thin as a model" Along with 
Honor— or Honoree, as she in- 
sists on being called in deference 
to the “FTOnCh period" she is 
now passing through — comes her 
best friend. Bernard, a homo- 
sexual former street hustler who 
is now struggling to make some- 
thing decent and middle class of 
himself. At once. Leslie and 
Bernard are caught up in a sub- 
tle tug-of-war over Honors affec- 
tion, and inevitably they end up 
pulling at the same end of the 
rope, at least for while. 

It is not Just that these three 
are believable and oddly appeal- 
ing— Honor with her child-wom- 
an sophistication and her power- 
ful ability to dramatize herself; 
Bernard with his quicksilver 
ability to read other people’s 
feelings; and Leslie with her 
lucid honesty. IS is also that one 
willingly identifies with, even 
admires, Leslie, however alien 
She may be to the reader's own 
sense of Identity. For it Is from 
her point of view that events are 
experienced. Besides, her sexual 
preferences axe a given, not the 
consequence of any Ideology. 

And despite her being half in 
love with Honor, she has no 
conscious intention of seducing 
her, only of befriending her and 
being available should Honor 
turn to her for more Qian friend- 
ship. And Leslie is lonely to a 
degree that must inevitably touch 
us— lonely even . to the - point 
where, if the enticement of sex 
propels certain of the novel’s 
scenes, *t is not so modi mere 
tlQUation that the reader antici- 
pates, but rather the collapse 
of barriers and escape from the 
sar cophage of self. 

The triangle formed by Leslie. 
Honor and Bernard Is also rich 
In symbolic meaning. Leslie will 
decide between homo, and hete- 
rosexuality, of course, and Just

Decrease in Stature 

“As political figures am en- 
tertainers decreased in sUutore, 
at h let i c figures increased,” said 
Pat Williams, general manager 
of tire Philadelphia TSers, a 
sports executive who engages In 
religious work.

Lions and the Cleveland 
Browns. 

Spoelstra says 20,000 people 
attended the short, nondenom- 
inatlonai services last season. 
Sometimes the speaker Is a lay- 
man or a local pastor, and 
sometimes a more prominent 
preacher. 

Upbeat sermons are prefer- 
red. Tom Lasorda, who won a 
pennant while preaching the 
gospel of Dodger blue, frequent- 
ly enlists the Rev. Robert 
Schull e r, a popular television 
preacher, to tell the players that 
anything is possible with God.

For those who want to go 
deeper into their faith, many 
football teams also have small 
Bible study groups that meet 
during the week. A group call- 
ed Pro Athletes Outreach, bas- 
ed in Phoenix. Ariz., gives sem- 
inars that train players to apeak 
on their faith. 

Athletes in Action, an arm of 
the evangelistic group campus 
Crusade of Son Berna rdino . 
Calif., sponsors amateur teams, 
including a basketball squad 
that regularly beats the best 
college i^rns. At halftime the 
players give a short witness for 
the spectators. 

’Here WwAipT 
The Fellowship of Christian 
Athletes, based in Kansas City, 
forms chapters at high schools 
and colleges, using summer 
sports comps for deeper ex- 
posure. The fellowship is re- 
treating from "hero worship" of 
professional athletes, according 
to an official, and Is now em- 
phasizing spiritual lessons. 

A frequent criticism of the 
evangelistic movement is level- 
ed at groups like the fellowship; 
that, while they preach an' tor 
ward religion, they do not pro- 
duce a social conscience. 

“The FOA should be asking 
questions about violence, schol- 
arship, recruiting/' says the 
Rev. Roe Johnston' of In 
Grange.

He says 
the organization "has missed 
golden opportunities, for fear of 
effezugng people." 

Few Christian athletes have
